HOSIERY. 
PRAYER OF NEW HAMPSHIRE PROTECTION- 
a ISTS.

WASHINGTON. D. C., April 30.—The dele-. 
pation representing the hosiery interests made 
an argument this morning before Judge 


French, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, 
in the matter of Treasury Circular No. 32, 
which directs the collection of additional 
duties upon those goods, in accordance with 


the recent United States Supreme Court de- 


eision. The argument covered the following 
points: The case upon which the United 
States Supreme Court rendered decision 
was started by the collusion of men 
who make a Hing by detecting flaws 
in Treasury decisions. They made up 
the case and carried it to the 
Supreme Court. It was very imperfectly pre- 
sented. The Court made the decisiou without 
baving the law fully put before them. The case 
wus that of Victor vs. Arthur, and related solely 
to worsted stockings. The Court held that 
worsted stockings are subject to a duty of only 
per cent ad valorem. In the repealed law 
there was a duty of 50 per cent additional pro- 
vided, to reimburse the manufacturers, as they 
claim, for the duties paid upon the wool. 

THE TREASURY CIRCULAR GOES FURTHER 
than the Supreme Court decision as it broadens 
the class. Ine Supreme Cg decision only re- 
ferred to worsted stockiffgs. The Treasury cir- 
cular goes much further. The amount of capi- 
tal invested in this industry, which will be so 
seriousiy affected by the maintenance of this 
cireular is. the delegation said, about $90,000,000, 
and the number of operatives employed in the 
industry is 100,000. The present object of the 
delegation is to induce the Treasury to limit its 
decision to worsted stockings, in accordance 
with the decision of the Court, and to leave Con- 
gress to correct the manifest error in the stat- 

ute. A curious thing about this matter is that 
the blunder of restoring the old law was made in 
the Revised Statutes, notwithstanding the lead- 
ing manufacturers had employed an expert to 
be present in the Committee to look after their 
interests.

States Circuit Court ite answer in the suit begun 
against it by the United States in January last.

for the transportation of soldiers, supplies, etc. 
The other half of these sums it was arranged 
should be applied by the Government to the 
payment of the interest upon the bonds: The 
Government complains that the paymentof a 
dividend would be a violation ot its lien, as it 
would need be in the ordinary and necessary 
course of the Company's business, because the 
Company has no surplus property applicable to 
such payment. The answer avers that the Com- 
pany hasasurplus fund, and that there is no 
deficit in its accounts.

A CHICAGO JACK SHEPARD,

Krokus. la., April 30.—Frank Wagner, a 
prisoner in the city jail, awaiting an examina- 
tion set for May 11, made good his escape last 
nignt, and is still at large. His mode of escape 
was as follows: There are two corridors 
in the calaboose, one on the first 
and one on the second floor. The corri- 
dors are surrounded by cells. In the centre of 
the building is a skylight, twenty or twenty-five 
feet above the upper corridor. Wagner lifted 
one of the cell doors off its hinges, opened two 
others, and placed the detached door on them, 
thus forming a latform, upon which 
be placed a chair, tied a sheet around hfs body, 
and. it is thought. was hauled up through the 
skylight by outside parties. The sheet was 
found upon the roof of the calaboose. Whoever 
assisted Wagner in escaping must have moved 
about noiselesly, as they would nave to pass up 
a pair of stairs in the rear of the engine-house 
to reach the skylight. Wagner isthe Chicago 
chap who robbed a traveling mau and fellow- 
boarder inthis city a short time ago. He 
confessed the crime. 


SAVED FROM DEATH. 
WHEELING, W. Va., April 30.—Judge Jackson, 
oi the Circuit Court of the United States, now 
in session at Parkersburg, decided the case of 
the State of West Virginia vs. Taylor Strauder 
(colored), indicted for murder in this city nine 
years ago, allowing the pleas in abatement to 
be filed and overruling the demurrer to the pleas 
by the State, and adjudging the pleas good in 
law. He also overruled the motion on behalf of 
the State to remand the prisoner to the custody of 
the State autborities, and refused to hold him for 
indictment io the United States Court, and dis- 
charged Strauder from custody. This cause has 
been before the United States Court for some 
ears, and involves a question under the Civil- 
ights bill allowing a colored man the privilege 
of betng tried by colored jurors. He has been 
twice tried in the courts here and sentenced to 
be hung cach time. His case was then taken to 
the Supreme Conrt of the State, and from thence 
to the United States Supreme Court, and then 
removed back to the United States District 
Court for West Virginia. 


SENTENCE AFFIRMED. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
MARYVILLE, Mo., April 30.—A telegram was 
received here this afternoon from Jefferson City 
announcing that the Supreme Court had affirmed 
the case of the State of Missouri va. Albert and 
Ed Talbot, convicted in the Nodaway County Cir- 
cuit Court of having killed their father, Dr. H. H. 
Talbot, and sentenced to be hanged in this city 
March 25, and that a stay of execution had been 
issued until June 24. A strong effort will be made 
to prevail upon Gov. Crittenden to commute the 
sentence of the brothers to imorisonment for 
life. He has already received many letters 
from different parts of the country from 
members of Humane Societies and anti-capital- 
punishinent advocates ask ing him to interfere 
in the case, but it is believed he will stand firm, 
and allow the sentence of the Court to be car- 
ried out. The Talbot brothers are now confined 
in the Andrew County Jail, where they will re- 
main until ten days before their execution, 
when they will be brought to Maryville and 
hung publicly.

THE RAILROADS. ~ 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHTS. 

There bas been a slight falling off in the East- 
bound freight shipments during the past week, 
but they still continue unusually large. There 
is nO prospect that shipments to the East will 
seriously fali off until the contracts made during 
the time that grain rates were down to 2 cents 
are disposed of. This will take until navigation 
has fairly oponed, and if by that time the rail- 
roads do not make a reduction in rates to meet 
the lake competition they will have very little 
business to carry. The New York trunk lines 
no doubt desire to keep up the %-cent 
rate all summer, because it would prove 
of incaiculable benetit to them. They 
care but little if their Western connection 
suffer, so long as they make money for them- 
selves. If the rail rates on grain are 30 cents 
per 100 from Chicago to New York, the trunk 
lines will get the regular pro rata proportion on 
all the business that comes to Eastern lake 
ports. .Therefore, if business is forced on the 


lake by the high rail rates, the trunk lines will 
have to carry the bulk of the business from 
Buffalo to New York and other seaboard points 
any way,and they get much more money than 
if the rail rate were down to 2% cents. Of course. 
the lines between here and Buffalo could 
not hope todo much business during the sum- 
mer if rates remained at 3 cents. But the 
trunk line Presidents no doubt think they can 
make this ali right by allowing the roads be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo to cut the rates— 


clandestinely. of course—when they get short of 
business, just as was donc a few weeks 
ago. That such action. greatly injures 
those shippers who do not sess the 


confidence of the railroads sufficiently to get 
‘the benefit of the cut rates matters but little 
to the trunk-line Presidents, so long as they 
can make money for themseives by the opera- 
tion. Still itis hardly probable that the trunk 
lines will suceced in keeping up the’ grain rate 
to O cents during the summer. The managers 
of the roads leading east from Chicago could do 
but little to bring down the rates, as they have 
to ebey the mandatesof the trunk-line Presi- 
dents, who control all the lines east from Chica- 
at — — But the man reof the lines 
ines leading east from St. ulis and Ihdian- 
apolis will be unable to stand this sort of thing, 
and they will compel the trunk lines to come 
down with the rates. The lines east from tuose 
points are now suffering severely from the ac- 
tion of the trunk lines in advancing grain 
rates without notice a week or two ago. 
They do not seem to have been su- 
ciently posted to do as the Chicago 
roads have done, and make all the contricts 
they could while the rates were down. In coa- 
sequence the business west from these points 
is either going by way of Chicago or is being 
taken by the barge lines trom St. Louis to New 
Orleans. While the roads running east from 
Chicago are doing an immense grain carrying 
business at present. the lines east from St. 
Louis are doing comparatively nothing, as will 
be seen by the following item from the St. Louis 
Glohe- Democrat: e 

“There is but little freight going eastward 
now, shippers preferring to bold their stuff until 
rates take a tumble. In the meantime the 
various barge lines are taking out colossal tows 
for exportation via New Orleans. The steamer 
Porter, of the St. Louis & New Orleans Trans- 
portation Company, 18 preparing to take 
out an immense tow the latter part of 
this week. The Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion Company will send out about ten barges 
during the week, and if the railroads never give 
intoareduction the merchants of St. Louis 
and those witbin 100 miles east of this city will 
not suffer for transportation facilities. The 
Western shipper can rest inthe knowledge that 
* 4 independent of railroads after he gets to 
„St. uis. 

The St. Louis Eastern roads will not be able to 
stard this condition of affairs very long, and if 
they do not mean to be driven to the wall they 
will be compelled to cut the rates, and this will 
compel the Eastern trunk lines to consent toa 
general reduction, no matter how much they 
dislike it. 

The total shipments of grain, flour, and pro- 
visions by the six lines running East from this 
city for the week ending April . amounted to 
59.216 tons acainst 64,056 tons the week previous, 
a decrease of 4,520 tons.

ANOTHER BELT RAILROAD. 
While two companies have for some time past 
beea projecting or talking up arrangements for 
the construction of belt-line roads around the 
city, to intersect and connect the various roads 
centering here, a third one has just come to the 
surface which bids fair to interfere greatly with 
the other two schemes. 

Mr. J. B. Brown, President of the Chicago & 
Western Indiana Railroad, bas just retured from 
New York. While there he completed arrange- 
ments for the iinmediate coustruction of a belt 
railroad in connection with his Western Indi- 
ana Road. The charter for the new road, which 
will be known as the Chicago & Western Indi- 
ana Belt Company.” has already been flied and 
theyight of way is being procured. 

The Western Indiana, as aiready known. has 
lately constructed a branch line to South Chica- 
go, and is now building at that point an exten- 
sive system of docks, having acquired the river- - 
front. This branch to the junction of the main 
line of the Western Indiana, is to be the South 
Chicago end ot the new Belt Road. Thence a 
road wil) be built tothe Grand Trunk (which is 
the old Chicago & Southern), and a portion of 
this line, north to the South Brauch of the Chi- 
cago River, is to be used. From this point a new 
road is to be built so as to connect with the Bur- 
lington and Chicago & Northwestern Roads. 
President Brown claims that his scheme bas the 
bearty approval of the Western roads, which 
desire to reach his docks and

Considerations of public health, as 
well-as of puolle comfort and business inter- 
est, demand that the annual street-cleaning 
snall be undertaken without further delay 
and actively pushed forward. 

If there shall be any further procrastina- 
tion ot this work, the people of Chicago will 
begin to ask where the blame should rest. 
Mayor Harrison may rest assured that it will 
fall upon him. He is the responsible head 
of the Mugicipal Government. It is his duty 
to seo that the necessary work de done. If 
the delay is due to any of his subordinates, 
he should engage men who will serve the 
city better, If it is owing to any neglect on 
the part of the contracturs, he should take 
steps to forfeit the present contracts and 
make new ones. A thorough cleaning of 
the streets now will be of greater benefit to 
the business and health of this citxthan all 
the rest of the cleaning that may be done 
during the remainder of the year, and thor- 
oughness now will materially reduce the 
work for the coming summer. 


0 THE CASE OF B2iDLAUGH. 

The case of Bradlaugh is again perplexing 
the British Parliament. it will be rewem- 
bered that he was elected to tlie House of 
Commons, and refused to take the oath be- 
cause of @ supposed religious sentiment or 
admission contained in it. He remained in 
atteudance for some time, until at last a 
legal proceeding was instituted against him 
for assum ing to serve as a meupber of the 
House of Commons without having taken 
the oath of office. The Courts decided 
against him, and he was ousted, Bradiaugn 
professes to be au atheist or agnostic; denies 
all responsi bility to any supernatural power. 
The ordinary oath of a member of Parlia- 
ment is very simple. It reads: “I do swear 
that I will be faithful and bear true al- 
lezgiance to her Majesty Queen Victoria. her 
heirs and successurs, according to law, so 
help me God.” 

It will ve difficult to see anything in this 
oath to which any persun can object as a 
matter ef conscience. It is simply a declara- 
tion of purpose; it is equivalent to a pledge 
of honor, the formal words hardly carrying 
with them any adinission of a religious char- 
acter, or auyth ing implying a religious test.

A new election was ordered, and Brad- 

ugh was a candidate. In his addresses to 
the people of his district he declared that 
there was nothing in the oath, expressed or 
implied, to which he could not subscribe, 
and expressed his willingness if reélected to 
take the vath. 

When he appeared in the House after his 
election he offered to take this oath, but, ob- 
jeetlous beg made because of his previous 
denials of ail rellgious obligations, and as to 
the mental binding obligation of auy form of 
oath recognizing a Deity, the Speaker required 
him to withdraw. The Radical friends of 
Bradlaugh thereupon offered a bill provid- 
ing a form of official oath or aftirmanon to 
meet all objections of a like character in like 
cases, and asked that it be considered at 
once. To this the leader of the Conservative 
party, backed by a portion of tne Libera! 
party, objected, giving notice that they would 
oppose the passage of such a bill by all par- 
liamentary proceedings. Mr. Gladstone said 
he was willing that such a bill should be 
acted upon, but he could not consent to have 
the cunsideration of the Irish Land bill de- 
layed by a Parliamentary struggle over this 
bill prescribing a modified vath. The Gov- 
ernment could not consent to let the public 
business be delayed by this new bill, bo 
which there was so much opposidon and the 
passage of which was 80 strenuously re- 
sisted. The result therefore is, that for the 
present Bradlaugh is out. He first refused 
to take the oath, and consequently was ex- 
cluded; the House would not respect his 


| conscientious scruples; then, when he came 


back, all willing and anxious to take the oath, 
the louse insisted upon a rigid respect for 
those same scruples, ‘and have excluded him 
this time for fear he might do violence to u 
conscience to which the House has hitherto 
refused to pay the least respect. 

Tuis action is singulariy inconsistent, as 
all legal action founded on a claim to control 
religious convictions always are. Bradlaugh 
is denied the right to represent his constitu- 
ents because of religious opinions in nowise 
preveating Lim taking the bath of office; the 
people of lis district are denied the repre- 
sentation to which by law they are entitled. 
His want of conscience is punished precisely 
as is his claim of conscience. This proceed- 
ing is nominally in the interest of religion, 
but out of every such coatest this mode of pro- 
tecting religion comes considerably worsted, 
The present refusal of the House to adit 
him to take the oath will secure Bradlaugh 
a prominence which otherwise he could not 
reiain. 

The proceeding can only be justified by 
assuming that the oath is a test oath, and as 


such cannot be waived or modified; and the 


age bas moved away trom and beyond the 
doctrine of test oaths. When the American 
Union was formed it was distinctly written 
in the Constitution that no “religious test 
shall ever be required as a qualification to 
any office or publie trust under the United 
At that time a religious test as a 
qualification to otlice was provided in the 
Constitunons of nearly all the States. The 
wise example of the National Constitution 
had the effect in time of leading to the aboli- 
tion of all these religious tests, and there 
is not now in any of the States 
any test of that kind tolerated. It has never 
been supposed that this relaxation of a once 
universal rule has ever weakened the cause 
of religion or encouraged infidelity. Nor 
can it be said to have weakened the obliga- 
tion of the official oath of office which all 
men take in this country. Even in the case

oath of office the good sense and tolerant 
sentiment of the country has prowided a spe- 
clal vath so modified that it can] be taken.

THE SMOKE ORDINANCE. 

After a long struggle asmoke-nuisanceor- 
dinance has been secured for this city. It 
now remains for the Health Department te 
enforce it. Much of the expected relief will 
depend upon intelligent inspection. Ocga- 
sional prosecutions and spasmodic fines will 
not suffice to prevent the horrid smoke nul 
sance, The persons charged with the en- 
forcement of the ordinance should be com- 
petebt to explain to the owners of engines 
and to the firemen how the smoke may be 
consumed in great part which they have 
been allowing to escape fn great, black, dirty 
volumes out their chimneys. Wherever 
such emission of smoke is discovered it may 
be concluded that it is due either to a de- 
fective flue, unintelligent firing, or indiffer- 
ence, orto a combination of these circum- 
stances. The first duty of the officers charged 
with suppressing the nuisance should be to 
explain to those who commit it how the 
smoke can be consumed, for that is the only 
meaus of suppressing it. After this the fall- 
ure to consume it should ead to determined 
prosecution, 

The Chief Eagineer of the Steam- Users’ 
Association in Manchester, Eng., has written 
a letter to the Citizens’. Association of Chi- 
cago which shows that practical experimen 
in the great manufacturing city of Man- 
chester has for years demonstrated the effect- 
iveness of the theory which Tue TriBpuNg 
has freyuentiy evolved about the smoke 
nuisance. The directions for consuming the 
surplus carbou without any special appliance 
to that end may be summed ap as follows: 

(1) Competent testimony that the chimney 
flue is properly constructed, and that the 
draft is as perfect as can be obtained under 
existing conditions, 


(2) Construction of short fire-grates. along 


with perfurated doors and a slide, so that air 
may be introduced with a fresh supply of 
coal and closed out when itis necessary for 
keeping up the fire. é 

(3) Frequent but sparing “firing,” so that 
the live flame shall not be smothered by a 
great mass Of fresh fuel. A good means to 
insure this is to fire from two ends, when 
that is practicable, but from only one at a 
time, so that live coals may constantly con- 
tribute flame. 

The last of these directions the most im- 
portant. Careful and economi ‘*firing “ is 
the real secret of perfect consumption of the 
carbon. Lazy engineers or firemen, who 
want to do as little stoking as possible, ia 
order to give theinselves opportunity for 
sleep, or to go off to take a drink and gossip, 
or even to do some other work to which they 
are expected to attend, will always have 
smoky fires. By heaping up a mass of coal 
on the top of their fires they smother active 
consumption and temporarily chill their 
furnace almost as much as if they had thrown 
in so much ice. The carbon must have a re- 
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quired duautity of oxygen o insure perfect 
combustion. 

There are furnaces and chimneys 80 con- 
structed or so situated that. some artificial 
assistance is necessary in order to supply the 
proper amount ofoxygen. Various devices 
to this end have been invented with greater 
or less success, Tas Tripune has used the 
Orvis smoke-burner with excellent results 
during the past elzhteen months. It @up- 
plies a jet ot steam mixed with a jet of air 
which is thrown over the live fire, and with 
proper precaution on the part of the fireman 
THe TRIBUNE’s chimneys do not contribute 
to the mass of smoke which is dally black- 
ening the houses, and soiling the linen, and 
smuttine the faces of Chicago people. This 
or some similar appliance should be used in 
all cases where experience shows that care- 
ful firing alone does not suppress the smoke. 
lhe cost of such assistance will be saved 
mauy times over in the increased capacity 
of the fuel used, for all the smoke which is 
condensed increases to just that extent the 
fire in the furnace and decreases the amount 
of coal that is used. 

It will pay in every way to secure the serv- 
ices of skilled men to coinpel general com- 
pliance with the new smoke ordinance. 
These men may accomplish more by personal 
instructions than by indiscriminate prosecu- 
tions. They should teach the people first 
that it isin their own interest to consume 
the smoke, and that this can be done easily 
as well as with profit. Neglect to comply 
with these instructions should be followed 
by persistent prosecution, It has been 
abundantly demonstrated that it is both 
—— and cheap to consume the smoke,

Wherever there 
isa general advance in the cost of labor, 
Which is properly the cost of production, the 
cost of living necessarily Advances in full 
proportion. 
purchasing power of wages, after a general 
and substantial increase, fails to keep 
on an equality with the Increased cost of 
living resulting from that advance. It is, 
moreover, attended with serious drawbacks. 
Any increase in the cost of production is at- 
tended with a reduction in the demand 
for consumption on the part of the great 
agricultural class, and consequently a re 
duction in the amount of labor employed to 
produce goods. It is possible, then, that the 
cost of living and the cost of production may 
be so advanced by a general rise of wages 
that the purchasing power of the advanced 
wages may be less than it was before the 
rise, and that the umount of labor employed 
may be reduced as a consequence. This is 
just what is now happening.

‘MANUAL TRAINING IN THE SCHOOLS. 
The American people are very proud of 
their inventive faculty, and with justice. 
The Patent-Office ts full to repletion wi n 


ing and product-wultiplying machines 
abound everywhere. But it is nevertheless 
afact that Americans bave improved and 
perfected rather tuan originated. The ger- 
minal idea of a vast majority of the au- 
tomatic machines brought to a high state of 
perfection in this country and ef impruve- 
ments in beating. metals had their origin 
in the workshops of Great Britulu Wait 
conceived the steam-engine. Huntsman took 
the first long step forward iu improving the 
Neilson inveuted the hot- 


vented the combination lock, and 
making tools, and the hydraulic press, and 
made valuable imvrovements in all auto- 


matic machine tools. Mandsley invented 


the siide-lathe and the slide-rest, which are 
indispensable in every modbru workshop. 
Clement invented the planme machine. 


Roberts invented the Jacquard punching 
maehine and the self-acting mule wirich 
revolutionized the cotton-mill. Nasmyth 
invented the steaw-hammer. Welsenthal in- 
vented the sewing-imachine. Dudley first 
applied coal to smelting purposes. Yar- 
ranton introduced the mauufaciure of tin- 
plate into Kugland from Saxony. Reynolds 
invented cas.-irou rails. Darby constructed 
the first iron bridge. Cort greatly improved 
the processes of iron manufacture in many 
respects. The Cranego Brothers improved 
the puddling process. Among other 
useful inventions are Siemens’ method of 
generating cval-gas to be used in smelting-fur- 
naces, and the Bessemer process for convert- 
ing molten pig-irou inte steel, whereby it 
has become almost as Cheap as common iron, 
and so on. These inventions and vital im- 
provements cover nearly the whole range of 
mechanical work which distinguishes this 
froin all past ages, giving to it the name of 
the iron age. Most of the inventors were 
apprentices in Engtish workshops,—poor 


boys educated to use their brains, their 


hands, and their eyes. The period in which 
this great industrial advance was made 
was 1740 to 1840. The work of improvement 
is sttll going on, but in the course of the 
hundred years named the main principles 


were discovered and applied. This period was 
the apprentice period. Boys were taught 


in tho shop. They learned to use such tools 


as they had, and, from that vantage ground, 
invented tools, Which, driven by steam, 
fashion more tools and fill the worid with 


marvelous machines. The apprentice system 


which accomplished these noble results has 
passed away. The trades-uniuns have prac- 
tically abolished it. They are trying to 
„bull“ the skilled-labor market, and hence 
seek to reduce the supply. The exceptional 


price, enables us to draw upon all the world 
fur skilled labor. But the rapid growth of 
mechanical industries foreshadows a de- 
mand far in excess of the supply. How shall 
we weet this demand? Not by education 
through the aoprentice system, for it never 
flourished here and it is dying out in Europe.

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How, then, if not by a training in the ple 
tem af manual lic 
schools? Germany 
already far advanced in the higher ches 
of technical education in the practical arts, 
and their schools, which may be called col- 
leges of art, are being supplemented by 
manual schools for both general and special 
training. France is following in the foot- 
steps of Germany and Austria. England 
lags behind, slow to realize that the ap 
prentice system has passed away, and slow 
to adopt the habits and customs of other na- 
tions. But Americans are not hidebound. 
They are willing to learn from any and every 
teacher, and to profit by every worthy ex- 
ample. Why should not we imitate Germany 
and Austria on the subject of manual educa- 
tion,—teaching the hand to be cunning, and the 
eye to measure distances, and comprehend 
the meaning of different shapes and forms, 
and so to estimate their utility? We 
fit our youth to become lawyers, 
doctors, priests. The land is dotted all 
over with workshops; these workshops are 
multiplying yearly, but in all the'public 
schools of the county there is not one boy 
being taucht even the rudiments of a me- 
chanical trade. It is time to agitate for a re- 
form in this regard. It is time for the Na- 
tion and the States to pronounce authorita- 
tively in favor of conferring a new dignity 
upon skilled labor,—the dignity of providing 
for it an educational system,—a system as 
thorough and comprehensive as that now 
furnished for intellectual training. Itought 
not to be entirely idle to argue with the 
School Boards of great cities on this subject. 
They ought wo be able to see the inadequacy 
of the existing school-system. But the most 
forcible argument which could be addressed 
to them would doubtless be a private manual 
train ngschool in full operation, showum 
valuable results. Who will establish such a 
school in Chicago?

Science Monthly Prof. Draper, of Dublin, 
contributes a paper upon this subject, and 
the information which he sets forthis not 
only interesting, but is full of suggestions 
that have a local bearing in our own country. 
As a drainer of the soil and purifier of the 
atmosphere it has no equal, its roots taking 
the water and gases froin the earth likea 
pump.

They cultivate at least eleven different va- 
rieties of the tree. The rapidity of their 
growth is marvelous. Trees four years old 
were twenty-six feet high and twenty-eight 
inches in circumference, showing a growth 
of six or eight feet a year. Omer trees 
of eight years’ growth were fifty feet 
high and nearly three feet in circum- 
ference; white in Algeria, trees ouly 
tive years old have beeu found that were 
sixty feet in higut. As to the sanitary. 
changes effected by the trees, Prof. Draper 


shows two causes. The first of these is the « 


enormous quantity of water which the plant 
can take from tne soil. A square yard of the 
Eucalyptus will exhale into the atmosphere 
during twelve hours four pints of water. As 
the square yard of leaves weighs two and 
three-quarter pounds, it shows that any 
given weight of the leaves can transfer from 
the soll to the atmosphere nearly twice that 
weight of water. M. Valée,a French writer, 
estimates that the weight of water is equal 
to four or five times the weight of the leaves, 
Prof. Draper says: Oue ceases to wouder 
at these figures on learning that it has been 
found possible to count on asquare milli- 
metre of the under surface of a single leat of 
Eucalyptus globulus no less than 350 
sto;ata, or breathing pores. And it now 
begins to be intelligible that, if such 


an enormous quantity of water can de 


transferred from earth to air, it may 
be possible that an atmosphere, 
without aid would be laden with malarious 
exiialations may be rendered pure by this 
process of leaf distillation,—the putrescible 
constituents of the Stagnant water are ab- 
sorbed by the roots and become part of the 
vegetable tissue of the tree.“ The secon 
cause of its sanitary virtue is foundin the 
fact that the leaves secrete an aromatic e+ 
sential oil in large quantities, and vy the 
rapid oxidation of these oils large quanti- 
ties of peroxide of bydrogen are thrown off, 
which is a powerful disinfectant, The proc- 
ess of oxidation also produces substances 
analogous to camphor, which is also a very 
useful hygienic agent. 

In our own country little or no attention is 
given to the cuitivation of this tree, except in 
California, where a great man; have been 
planted during the past ten years. It easily 
grows in the dry soil there, as its roots strike 


down until they find water, and it will! | 


grow in wet soil just as weil. It is 
not grown there for sanitary purposes. as 
the climate is dry and heaithful, but for 
shade, ornament, and for fuel. In the latter 
respect it is admirable, as it is so full of oil 
that it burns equal to hickory. We suppose 
it could be grown in this country any where 
aloug the walarious coast from Charleston 
tothe mouth of the Rio Grande. Wherever 
the thermometer does not fall below 20 de- 
grees Fahrenheit the Australian gum-tree 
will live and thrive. With a tree that grows 
ten feet a year and prevents malaria, and 
burns for fuel equal to hickory. It is remark- 
able that it has not been planted all along 
our southeastern coast frum Charleston to 
the Rio Grande, a region in whieh malarious 
and intermittent fevers are very common, 
These diseases yield to the influence of these 
trees, as has been shown in the Campagna, 
and the experiment is certainiy worth a 
trial.

I confess it does look strange: But the 
wild and peculiar character of the country 
and of the Kroumirs must be remembered. 
It is necessary to surround the Kroumirs and 
prevent them from spreading. As to what 
you say about the number of troops sent out, 
it seems exaggerated, but it was probably 
thought advisable to have a large force to 
check any attempted rising in Algeria.“ 

“You do not believe that the war was ar- 
ranged to allow an opportunity of testing the 
young French army?“ . 

1 „I CANNOT TELL, 
but I de not think it probable.“ 

“ [have heard that the Government has 
thought it necessary to request the Havas 
Agency to moderate the tone of its dis-

HURRICANE. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

La CALLE, April 30.—A hurricane, ac- 
companied by rain, Friday night rendered 
the roads impassable, paralyzing French 
movements in the Kroumir region. The po- 
sition of most of the brigades consequently 
remains unchanged, but they are expected 
to resume the march Sunday. 

VICTORY.

In this case Lord Cairnes’ counsels as to 
party policy would prevail over ‘those of 
Lord Salisbury, and the léadership of 
the whole party would remain in abey- 
ance to await the march of events. 
The action of the Tories is confused in re- 
gard to the Land bill, in consequence of the 
Ulster Tories, who are pledged to support 
tenant rights, and cannot oppose the second 
reading.

DEATH OF DR. EDWARD MIALL. 

The death is announced of Edward Miall. 
He was born at Portsmouth, England, in 
1809. He was intended by his parents for 
the ministry, and, with that view, was edu- 
cated at the Protestant Dissenters’ College 
at Wymondsly, Hertfordshire. After gradu- 
ating he officiated as Independent miniger 
at Ware and subsequently at Leicester. In 
1841 he established the Nonconformist in 
London, which then became the organ of the 
advanced Liverals and of the Protestant Dis- 
senters in their effarts te secure disestablish- 
ment of the Church of England. He was an 
unsuccessful candidate for the Pari ntary 
representation of Southwark in d was 
beaten also. at. Halifax in 1847. He first en- 
tered Parliament as member for Rochdale, 
the home of John Bright, in 1852, but failed 
of reélection in March 1857. In August of 
that year he was again defeated at Tavistock. 
He reéntered Parliament in 1869 as one of 
the members for Bradford, which he repre- 
sented until the dissolution in 1874. All 
through his publie life he advocated with 
great ability and untiring energy, manhood 
sufferage, secular education, and

STATE, 
and it was owing to his persistent advocacy 
of the latter principle that he was so per- 
sistently and vigorously opposed in the va- 
rious boroughs whose representation he con- 
tested. In 1870, he threatened to withdraw 
from the support of the Liberal party be- 
cause of the failure of Mr. Forster’s Educa- 
«tion bill to recognize the principle of com- 
plete secular education, but through the 
influence of John Bright the threat- 
ened schism’ was averted. Mr. Miall 
has long been recognized as the 
leader of the Liberationist party, which seeks 
to disestablish the English Church, 
and which has made such astonishing prog- 
ress of late years that it bids fair to achieve 
its purpose in the near future. At the gen- 
eral election of last year, acting on the au- 
vice of some of the Liberal leaders, and not 
wishing to embarrass his party, he refrained 
from urging his peculiar views, but it is said 
with the distinct undersanding thatthe ques- 
tion might be urged at the special elections 
caused by the death or resignation of mem- 
bers of the House of Commons. His paper 
THE ** NON-CONFQRMIST”’ 
has a very large circulation, and as might be 
expected is one of the most powerful and in- 
fluential organs of the Radical as distin- 
guished from the Whig faction of the Liberal 
party. In 1873, a number of his political ad- 
mirers presented Mr. Miäll with the sum of 
10,000 guineas ($50,250), in recognition of his 
services as editor of.the Non-Conformist and 
as leader of the Liberationist party in the 
British House of Commons.

| THOMAS CARLYLE. 


Translated by T. O. Russell from the French of G. Val- 

bert in the Revue des Deux Mondes of March 1, 1851. 

SECOND PART. 

Mysticism declares war on underhand deal- 
ings, on antique formulas, on worm-eaten idols; 
it works tor the eufranchisement of the human 
mind, butit can procure for it only semi-lib- 
erty. It isthe enemy of superstition; but it ac- 
commodates itseif with difficulty to pure rea- 
son, and it fears science. Science seeks to 
explain everything by bringing everything 
under the power of law; but mysticism has a 
holy horror of explanations; it sees mystery 


knowledge of things is an impossibity. Men of 
most rigidly orthodox belief have excelied in 
science. They thought that Divine omnipotence 
had in olden times reserved to itself an insig- 
nificant mountainous country in order to work 
miraciesin it, and that the sun did stand ar- 
rested on Mount Giseou and the moon on 
Ajolon. They confined and bounded miracles to 
a certain space of time, and a certain part of the 
earth; they gave miracles their place, but they 
admitted that in the rest of the universe all is 
governed by eternal laws in accord with com- 
moh sense. Newton believei in Revelation with 
his whole soul, and it did not prevent bim from 
discovering the law of universal attraction, or 
from inventing the caiculus. Carlyle main- 
tained that nature is supersatural, and that 
when it is not Divine it is diabolical. No chem- 
ist ever found either God or Satan in his cruci- 
ble; Carlyle therefore disliked the chemists as 
much as the utilitarians; he speaks with disdain 
about their alambics and reactives, their 
presumptuous ignorance, which hopes to 
solve the mystery of Life by expiana- 
tions which explain nothing. Thou 
pretendist,”’ says’ in Sartor Resartus, 
to go through the world by means of that pale 
luminary which thou caliest Truth, or of that 
pocket-lantern Which I call attorney's logic, and 
explain everything, give an account of every- 
thing, and believe nothing but what thou seest. 
Whoever bows duwn betore the unfathomable 
realm of Mystery, which is everywhere under 
our feet, and which we can touch with our 
fingers; whoever allows himself to believe that 
the universe is an oracie and a temple, as weil as 
a kitchen and a stable, thou treatest bim ase 
delirious mystic. Does not thy cow bring forth? 
and thou thyself, art thou not born, and must 
thou not die? Explain all this to me, or, if not, 
do either of two things: back to thy bouse, 
and keep thy foolish babbiing to thyself, or re- 
nounce thy folly, repent for baving said that 
the reign of miracie is past. and that 
God's world is changed into vile prose, and know 
that thou hast been until to-day nothing buta 
dilettante and a dim-sighted an He adds: 
“The man who cannot wonder, the man who is 
not in the habit of wondering, were he President 
of innumerabie Royal Societies, were be to car- 
ry in his head the whole of * Laplace’s Mechan- 
jam of the Heavens,’ all the philosophy of 
Hegel, and a summary of all the discoveries 
that are made in all the laboratories and in all 
the observatories on earth, is only a pair of 
spectacies, behind which there are no eyes.

The slater would 
bave found bimself in the air. and Carlyle would 
have thought that it was the most agreeable po- 
sition possible, and would have liked it himself. 
But the slater would not bave agreed with bim. 
and without waiting to know whether he was 
permitted or not, be would have tried to regain 
the ground even af the risk of injury to him- 
seif. Mysticism is a torment to those who have 
nota mystic temperament, and above all 5 
ple the English are those who cannot without 
difficulty make up their minds to pass their lives 
between heaven and earth. 

There are two sorts of mystics. Oue sort are 
as simple as doves and very respectable, the 
others are a iittie more refined; they detight in 
voluntary obscurities, and cannot resist the 
temptation of mingling some chariatanism with 
their spirituatities. The type of honest mystics 
was the German shoemesker, Jacob Boehbeme, of 
whom Charles the First of Engiand bad such an 
exalted idea that he sent a savant to Woerlitz 
tor the express purpose of examining and ques- 
honing bim. enry Heine remarks that the 
English savant was more happy than his Royal 
master, for while Charlies lost bis bead by Crom- 
well’s ax at Waitenall. the savant only lost his 
reason by questioning Boeheme at Woerlitz. A 
short time previous there lived another mystic 
called Paracelse, who was much better educated 
than Boebme. but a little more of a chariatan. 
He made real discoveries in chemistry; he 
studied mercury, arsenic, and — 
wore a scariet coat and a red bat; he invented a 
panacea and an elixir of life; he made it a point 
to render bis discipies immortal; be piqued bim- 
seif on living on an intimate fouting with the 
invisibie spirits that animate nature, - and 
boasted of being abie to make every part of a 
homoncule.* 

Carlyle was nota charlatan: no one was more 
honest than be, and he never manufactured 
omomculea. Besides, be was much better edu- 
cated than Boeheme or Paracelse; he bad read 
much, and bac an open and cultivated mind; he 
understood the age in which he lived; he be- 
longed to it by bis cuiture, while at the same 
time he belonged to the past in hia mode of 
thinking.—in bis sorrows and in nis dreams. He 
was thus a mass of contradiciions, and we must 
not be astonished to find that bis. thoughts as 
well as his utterances were often hazy and con- 
fused. He was at the same time liberal and 
despotic, and alternately preached independence 
and submission. He boasted of the great eman- 
cipators, the overthrowers of idols, the Lutbers 
and the Knoxes; and although he hated the 
eighteenth century as the age ot incredulity and 
sneering. Although he recognized in the French 
Revolution the mask or the hand of the 


the eighteenth century had its mission, and that 
sans culvttism bad its cause of existence and a 
divine work to perform. But democracy in- 
tpired bim with no entbusiasm; de saw in it 
only a provisional régime, a transition to some- 
thing better. He hoped that the — in 
which we live would end, and that a new divinity 
would turn men's minds to obedience. Two serve 
with dignity and with the sentiments of a free 
man was his motto, and he that the relig- 
jon de invented would bring mankiadto their 
duty. and regulate their desires and conduct.

‘ VIADUCTS. 

Commissioner Waller in his report devotes 
considerable space to the subject of viaducts. 
This question. he says, is one which is eliciting 
much attention and earnest thought among 
citizens. The necessity for the construction of 
a number of new substantial viaducts is felt, 
while the question as to whggbould build them, 
and upon whom the burd should rightfully 
rest for their construction and maintenance, 18 
one assuming very grave proportions, The peo- 
ple are already heavily taxed. The streets need 
outlay to improve them. The sewerage 
and water systems are far from com- 
plete. So if a large share of the expeuso 
required to build the new viaductsand maintain 
them be added to the burden now resting upon 
the taxpayers it will make this item of city tax- 
ation a very unpopular one. No uoiform rule 
concerning viaducts as applied to the several 
railroad companies has ever been adupted, nor 
any definit settlement of the question been 

upon. Itisah open question, and the 
sooner it is justly and equitably settled the bet- 
ter tor the city. Of the case of the eieven 
leading viaducts constructed between 1871 
1878, the city paid $445,476, and the 
railroads $333,432. The estimated cost of the 
Baagamon street viaduct, now building, is 880. 
. of which the railroad companies are to pay 
$57,000. In the latter part of 18:0 agreements 
were concluded with the railroad compauies in- 
terested for the building of a viaduct at Harri- 
Bon street to cost $106,224, of which the railroad 
com have agreed to pay $77.38, or about 
eight-eievenths of the whole expense. If the 
expense of the viaduct should exceed the above 
estimates ft is agreed that the excess shall be 
borne in like proportion respectively» These

GRAND JURY. 

The Grand Jury closed its labors yesterday 
and made its final return, The return iucluded 
seventy-nine indictments for various offenses, 
seventy-three no bills, and reports iu reference 
to the visit of the jury to the Insaue Asylum. 

Poor-House, ana jail. Among the true bills 
found and presented was one against George 
Van Hollen, ex-City Collector, which, it is 
thought, will stand the test of motuons to quash, 
etc. The others were of the usual order and va- 


riety. 

The following is what the jury had to say 
about the insane Asylum and Poor- House: 

“The building used as a hospital tor the in- 
sane baving been constructed a few years ago 
expressly tor the purpose for which it is used, 
is, in the main, satisfactory. Althuugh by no 
means of small dimensions, this building is not 
now large enough to properly accommodate all 
the unfortunate people who are forced to ask 
admission to it. At present the number of ia- 
mates, male and female, is 450, and so limited 
are the accommodations that iu many Instanees 
two persons are obliged to occupy the same 
apartment at uicht. Ibese apartments baving 
been originally constructed for the use of one 
person only, it will be readily seen that this 
doubling-up process must necessarily result in 
harm to the demented persons who are thus 
thrown in such close proximity to each other. 


~ “Inthe opinion of the Grand Jury the hos- 


pital building should be greatly eniarged as soon 
as possible. 

“Concerning the management of this institu- 
tion the jury has only words of commendanon. 
Our visit was made late in the day, at a time 
when general visitors are not allowed, and our 


coming was totally unexpected on the part of 


the olficiais in charge. We tound the wards and 
dormitories neat and clean, the attendants ro- 
spectful and kind, the food palatable, and the 
discipline of the hospital excellent. Dr. J. C. 
Spray, the Superintendent, bas been to charge 
for four years, and would appear to meet all the 
requirements of the difficult and laborious po- 
sition to whleh he has been called.

STREET PAVEMENTS. 


Commissioner Waller Returns’ to 
the Attack. 


A Strong Plea in Favor of Granit and 
Permanency. 


Commissioner Waller in bis last report thus 
spe@ks ou the subject of Chicago pavements; 

In my last annual report, and in several sub- 
sequent communications to the City Council, I 
have advocated the substitution of stone for 
wood ia street paving,—granit blocks on streets 
of heavy trailic, aud miacadam topped with 
grauit on other important streets leading to the 
heurt of the city. Surely the wretched condi- 
tion of our streets to-day furnisbes an un- 
answerable argument against continuing the 
system ef wooden blocks. Millions of dollars 
have been expended in pavmg the city, and yet 
we are but little nearer the goal of well-pav 
streets now than at the commencement. A few 
of the latest-paved streets with wooden blocks 
are temporarily good, but these must all be re- 
moved under a permanent system. With 
streets now, and the city 
rupidly growing. 
have. under the present system of short-lived 
wooden pavewents, ever to see the streets of 
our city well and universally paved? We can 
only pave a comparatively small portion each 
year. If we were to attempt to do the whole in 
a few years, the sudden and enormous cost 
would be almost equal to a complete confisca- 
tion of the real estate of the city. It is clear 
that we must do this work by degrees, as we cau 
alord todo it. Now, if we use such material as 
will speedily decay, and will necessitate being 
done over again every few years, can we ever 
hope to get through. or to see our Kreets in 
much better condition than they are at present? 
There is no other way, in my opinion, but 
to advance steadily from year to year 
toward the accomplishment of a complete- 
ly paved city, by using’ imp-<rishable ma- 
terial, and doing the work thoroughly 
and permanently as we progress. It will take 
many years of continuous, persistent effort to 
pave the city properly, and the sooner we adopt 
the only sj sem which will hold togéther and re- 
main imtact until the whole be accomplished the 
BoODer will we reac the desired end. The day 
for luying plauk-roads and using temporary 
expedieuts io the heart of the ciiy uus passed; 
let us de thorough work hereafter, commencing 
in the centre and radiating in time to the ex- 
treme limits on every side.

and corppacted, aud aiso filitog the interstices or 
the four inches of granit macadam on top 
with crushed granit, wet down and rolled, pre- 
senting a frm and durable surface, like 
facing an edged tool with steel to pre- 
vent rapid wear, and thus uvoiding the dust and 
mud of an ordinary turnpike topped only with 
limestone. A street thus paved and carefully 
looked after and kept up by prompt and timely 
repairs with the same material, need never wear 
out, but will grow firmer, and better, and 
stoother by age. The annua! repairs upon such 
a street would be very light. if promptly at- 
tended to, simply fillingin with crushed granit 
or macadam granit, as might be necded, when- 
ever a piace on the street begins to wearintoa 
bole or the siigbtest unevenness. Such pave- 
ments,and suchasystem of prompt attention

ESTHETIC COOKING. 


Completion of Miss Corson’s 
Course of Lectures. 


The Talen Gastronome Presented 
with a@ Floral Tribute. 


How to Prepare Some Dainty Dishes for 
the Epicure. 


MORNING LECTURE, 

The class in Fairbank Halli yesterday morning 
was a little larger than usual, though ft num- 
bered less than forty. 

Miss Corson first taught them how to make 
bread, “ Dissolve a cake of yeast,” she said, 
“in two cups of tepid water. Do not use soald- 
ing water, because it would scaid the yeast to 
such an extent that fermentation would not 
take place, and consequently the bread would 
not be light. Put iu a bewl, or wooden trourh, 
two cups of flour, a teaspoon of salt, and the 
dissolved yeast. If the batter is not thick add a 
little water. Cover with a folded towel, and set 
the bowl in some place where it will keep warm, 
—not be scalded, same effect 
would be prod as by using 
scalding water the beginning. Put it 
where you can place your handfora minute. 
Let the sponge atand until it is light and foam- 
ing, then add enough flour to make a rather 
soft dough. Kno it. for five minutes, and 
make into little loaves or rolls, and put them 
into baking pans. Cover the pans with a folded 
towel, and set them in a warm place until the 
rolls or bread swell toctwice the original size, 
and then bake them. If you wantto make the 
bread richer and moist use milk for balf the 
water, or adda tablespoon of meited butter to 
the sponge when light. . Bread would be better 
if the loaves were baked separately.“

A CHANGE OF FAITH. 


AN EPISCOPAL RECTOR JOINS THE: ROMAN 
CATHOLIC COMMUNION—THE STORY OF HIS 
DOUBTS, TRIALS, AND TRIBULATIONS.

The Rev. Edward Winsiow Gilliam, late Protest- 
ant Episcopal clergyman and Rector of Clinton 
(N. C. Church. who, in January last, resigned 
bis charge on account of certain theological 
doubts, and announced his intention of becom- 
ing a Roman Catholic, is at St. Mary's Seminary 
on North Paca street, and isthe guest of the 
Roman Catholic fathers connected with that in- 
stitution. Mr. Gilliam went to St. Mary's on the 
lith inst. to obtain, as he says, rest from doubts 
of the most contlicting and torturing nature 
which assailed‘ him as to the truth of the teach- 
ings of the Protestant Episcopal Church. These 
doubts were brought about by reading 
Episcopal books, and covered a period of 
seven or eight years. In an interview 
with a Guaeete representative at St. 
Mary's yesterday Mr. Gilliam gave a short 
history of his life, and the causes which resulted 
in his defection from the Protestant Episcopal 
Chureh. He was born in Oxford, N. C., and is 
the son of Dr. James C. Gilliam and nepbew of 
Judge Gilliam, both of Oxford. He was edu- 
cated in the town of his birth until he became 17 
or 18 years of age, when he was sent tothe Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, where he graduated. 
He then returned to Oxford, where he studied 
law under his uncie, Judge Gilliam, but, not lik- 
ing the profession, renounced it, and entered 
upon a study of theology and divinity for the 
Episcopal ministry under Bishop Atkinson, of 
North Carolina. All his family are consistent 
Episcopalians. He was ordained by Bishop At- 
kinson in 1888. and was given the charge of a 
church. Sbortly afterward he married. He 
went from one charge to another in North Caro- 
lina, but bis ministry was not confined to that 
State. He filled several churches in Texas on 
the Red River, and in 1878 or 1879 returned to 
North Carolina and took charge of the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in Clinton. He gave 
general satisfaction wherever he went, and 
until 1874 or 1875 he was a sound 
theologian and a strict believer in the 
tenets of the Church in which he was ordained. 
About that time, however.“ to continue in bis 
own words, I begun to doubt the sounduess of 
my faith. Iwasa close student of Cranmer’s 
life, and read With the utmost care and studied 
Brown's thirty-nioe articles, from which Cran- 
mer and I conceived that the-Reman Catholic 
Church alone possessed the rightful power to in- 
terpret the meaning of the Scripture. Remem- 
ber, now, that it was not from Keman books that 
I drew this conception, whieh has now grown 
into a firm and irrevocable belief. It was from 
strictly Episcopal works, and the idea was drawn 
from the rules of faith and the cadovn of Holy 
Scripture. The rule of faith is the teaching of 
Scripture with regard to these points essential 
to salvation, and the doubt rose in my mind 
whetber it was not that the Koman Catholic 
teaching was the right and the Protestant Epis- 
copal the wrong one. With regard to the 
canon of Scripture, the doubt was whether the 
Roman Catholic Church was not alone empow- 
ered with authority to speak as to its in- 
terpretation and its divine derivation. 
These doubts began to assail me eight years 
ago. I bore up under them as best I could, but 
they were torturing. For five or six years I con- 
tinued to discharge the duties of my sacred 
calling, and to believe implicitly what I taught, 
but I could not. The demon of doubt was upon 
me, and night after night I sat up and wrote out 
my thoughts, and year by year enlarged them as 
new ideas occurred to me. All this was done se- 
cretly, and I tried as much as possible to divert 
the attention of my congregation from myself, 
so that they would not discover what was pass- 
ing in my wind. I think I was successful in 
this, and that they never knew, until I made it 
known, that I did not believe alll said. I never 
mentioned it to sny one; not even my wife 
knew ofit. I boreit as long as possible, and at 
last I could stand it no longer. I resigned my 
charge in Clinton the Ist of last January, and 
after | had got the papers upon which I had in- 
scribed and elaborated my doubts and thoughts 
in good shape, I went to Bishop Lyman and 
stated the trouble. The Bishop argued with me 
and presented his convictions, the teachings 
of the Church, ete., but none of them 
could remove the difficulties, and I could think 
of nothing else todo but to come to Baitimore 
to confer with Archbishop Gibbons, The Aren- 
bishop coincided with me in the main, but cor- 
rected me on several points and advised me to 
do as I have done. His advice was in accord- 
ance with my desires, and I came here last Mon- 
day week to obtain rest and quiet and to read. 
It is Mr.Gilliam’s intention to receive condi- 
tional baptism in the Koman Catholic Church, 
and to sever entirely his connection with the 
Protestant Episcopal. He stated that he would 
enter the Catholic priesthood, but that a bar to 
this existed in the fact that he is a married man 
with four children,—all boys. One of them is 
with bim at St. Mary's. e expects to obtain 
the position of teacher, and will shortly return 
to Oxford, N. C. His wife and three of his chil- 
dren are in Raleigh. Mr. Gilliam is a man of 
small stature, about 40 years old, of good ad- 
dress, and has black hair, blue eyes. and black 
side-whiskers. He announces his intention of 
writing an articie defining his position and de- 
tailing his reasons for leaving the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


The itinerant ministry of the Methodist Church 
received over 700 preachers during 1880. 

It bas been decided by the highest Court in 
Hungary that the priests of the Roman faith 
have the legal right to baptize all children, irre- 
spective of the religious views of the parents.

The Baptista in South Carolina, exclusive of 
the colored churches, have 69 churches and 
55,188 members.

ally or the State's safety. 
BEECHER ON CATHOLICISM. 

“T have read in a Roman Catholic pages pub- 
lished in New York some remarks about my 
sending a girito that Church,” said Mr. Beecher, 
last evening. “ { supposed it would be gratity- 
ing to the members uf that faith,“ be continued, 
„but it seems that it was not.“ The paper says 
that Mr. Beecher thinksit makes no difference 
whether a person belongs to any Church or no 
Crurch; that all religion is indifferent to him; 
that he believes there is no true doctrine; and 
that ic is of no consequence what a man be- 
lieves! Well. it does make no difference what 
be believes unless it makes him better than this 
snarling editor. That doctrine is true which 
makes a man true, and that Cn urch is right 
that most develops true manhood. The value 
of a doctrine isto be measured by its power to 
deveiop Ubrist in human nature. Whether or- 
thodoxy or infidelity,one Church or another, that 
is best by which Christ is born in the souls of 
men. For most things I think men have a bet- 
ter chance in our Church than in the Caurch of 
Rome; but if a man can find Christ best devel- 
oped in the Roman Catnolie Chureh I bid bim 
God- speed, and say: “goin! And this is not be- 
cause it is best, but because it may better form 
Christlikeness in him. The object of the Church 
is not to display graces, but to serve as a school 
to traiu men.” 

A COLORED EPISCOPAL CHURCIL 

One of the events ot the week was the con- 
firmation service held by Bishop Potter at St. 
Philip’s Colored Episcopal Chureh on Mulberry 
street, New York, when a large number 
of oe and a large class was con- 
firmed. This congregation embraces the élite 
of the colored people, including several million- 
aires, and has a white Rector and colored 
assistant. In point of intelligence it ranks with 
the average Episcopai congregations in this city. 
It grew out of the custom in old times to put the 
“niggers’’ in back pews, or in a corner of the 
galiery by themselves. Tired of this separation, 
the colored people got together, organized them- 
seives into a congregation, and hired their own 
minister. “It was about time,“ said an old 
darkey of 80, for they used to leave us kneel- 
ing at the rail, and pass the cup over our heads 
to the white folks at the communion, for fear 
somebody would be killed by drinking after us. 
It liked to have smashed my Christianity all to 
pieces.” 

THE METHODIST REVOLT IN BROOKLYN. 

New York Heraid. 

The evil about which Bishop Wiley so bitterly 
complained at the late session of the New York 
East Conference has presented itself in a viru- 
lent form in Brooklyn. Johason Street Church, 
which has lived almost under protest for several 
years, took on airs. Not able to raise money 
enough for its current expenses by the ordinary 
processes it must have a transfer,”’ and bo- 
cause the Bishop, carry out the will of the 
Conference expressed by resolution almost 
unanimously on the first day of its session, re- 
fused to accept Mr. Hargaves, the church has 
shut its doors against Mr. Reeve, who was sent 
to them from the Conference. Now, theoret- 
ically; one church has the same right as aonther 
to ask for and obtalu a minister from another 
Conference, but practically this right is not rec- 
ognized except for a few of the best paying 
churches. It is a partial rule and is bound to 
work mischief. But a church that must 
raise current expenses by a mortgage on 
its property is hardly in a condition to rebel 
against its ecclesiastical authorities. A few years 
ago a pastor of that church was sent before a 
committee to have charges against him investi- 
gated. The facts as declared were not much to 
the credit of the sanctified clique who preferred 
them. The church owed the preacher $800, and 
a majority of the Board of Trustees gave hima 
church note for the amount. He used it for his 
living, and when it became due it was allowed to 
gO to protest. Suit was begun by the holder, 
and the money was raised by mortgage. ‘Then 
a minority, who saw no ciime in cheating a min- 
ister out of $800, suddenly discovered that it 
was a great crime for the preacher to allow the 
church to be sued, and hence brougut their 
grievance to the notice of Conference. There is 
probably not a harder parish in the entire Con- 
ference to fill than this same Johnson Street 
Methodist Episcopal Church. d there is no 
credit due to the Rev. Mr. Hargraves for coming 
to Brooklyn under the circumstances. He could 
have done just as well, doubtiess, under his 
Presiding Elder in bis own Conference fora 
year as he would in Jobnson street had he been 
regularly appointed there. The church bas 
been for some time in achronic state of belliger- 
ency, and if it keeps on the Conference may con- 
clude to let it severely alone.

The leading produce markets were rather 
steady Saturday, the range of prices being 
smaller than usual. Provisions were firmer 
early,and then tapered, with not much doing 
apparently in pork, though there were rumors 
that a round lot of 50,000 bris had been settled 
for May. Lard and meats were in fair specula- 
tive demand. Wheat was firmer, though re- 
ported lowerin Liverpool; it was strengthened 
here by the belief that three prominent opera- 
tors (mostly known in provisions) had ar- 
ranged to carry the wheat through May. 
Other grain. moved in sympathy with 
wheat. The receipts are small for 
this time of the year, except perhaps in oats; 
the corn is perhaps kept back for an improve- 
meat in its condition, and the wheat appears to 
be in process of milling in the country. Mess 
pork closed 2c higher, at $17.45@17.50 for May 
and $17.474,@17.80 for June. Lard closed 2\c 
higher, at $11.20@11:22% for May and 811.270 
11.30 for June. Short ribs closed 50 higher, at 
$5.55@5.57% for June. Wheat closed 1'¢c higher, 
at $1.01%@1.01% for May and $108X%@1.08% for 
June. Corn closed %@\c bigher, at 42%c bid 
for May and Gre bid for July. Oats closed 
strong, at 36%c:for May, 36X%c for June, 3c for 
July, 00 for August. Rye closed steady, at $1.14 
for May. $1.10 bid for June, 90c bid tor July, and 
774% @i78e for August. Barley closed easy at $1.05 
for No. 2, Wo for No. 3, and Ne for No.4. Hogs 
were active and easier, at $5.75@6.15 for light 
and $5.75@6.40 for heavy. Cattle were in fair 
demand and unchanged, at $2.75@6.10 for poor 
to extra. 

There was continued activity in most depart- 
ments of the dry-goOds market. Buyers are not 
in quite so numerous attendance as a week ago, 
but the volume of mail orders is still large, and 
the daily distributions reach a larger aggregate 
than is usual to the season. The grocery mar- 
| ket was without important new features. A 
\ fair business is in progress, and most lines are 
reasonably firm. Coffees are still unsettled. 
Even at the recent marked decline—which car- 
ried prices to a lower point than they have pre- 
viously touched since 1871—sales are restricted, 
and the feeling among holders is not by any 
means confident. The butter market is demor- 
alized. The sharp decline in New York, and the 
withdrawal of shippers and exporters, leaves but 
little demand, and the pressure to realize has 
carried down prices 3@5c within the past two 
days, creamery suffering the most. The latter 
was freely offered at 24@28c, while fair to choice 
dairy was to be had at 18@24c. Cheese ruled 
dull and nominally unchanged. There was a 
fair movement in dried fruits. New prunes 
were down to 54%@6c. Fish were unchanged. 
Oils were reported in good quest at former 


rates. 

Potatoes were weak, owing to the current 
large and anticipated larger supply, and de- 
clined 100 per bu on both peachblows and 
early rose. Budding materials remain firm 
and unchanged. Eggs again declined, most 
sales being made at lic per doz. In hides, wool, 
grease, and tallow there is little change to note. 
Sound hay continued firm at the advanced 
quotations ruling for the past fortnight. The 
hog trade is active and firm. Seeds were gen- 
erally inactive and steady except timothy, 
which.was largely dealt in, and was off 50 per 
bu from Friday’s quotations. 

A flour merchant of this city, just 
returned from a business visit to In- 
dianapolis, says that the millers of that 
city were paying $1.10 per bu for wheat, yet 
could not obtain enough to fill their orders, 
some of them being 30@60 days behind. Minne- 
apolis is receiving more wheat than Chicago 
and Milwaukee put together, and promises to 
beat them asa wheat receiving point in the 
future. 

Of the 3,812 car-loads of corn received in this 
city during last month, only e inspected No. 2 
and high-mixed. This is 21.8 per cent, against 
more than 80 per cent for April, 1880, and about 
90 per cent for March of last year. 

The official imports of wheat and flour into 
the United Kingdom during the first three 
montns of 1881 were equal to 90,273,000 bu wheat, 
against 26,056,000 bu for same time in 1880. The 
stocks in London, Liverpool, Hull Gloucester, 
Bristol, Glasgow, and West Hartlepore on April 
1, 1880, were 922,534 qrs,and April 1. this year, 
were 574,537 qr. The quantities were weengly 
stated in these columns yesterday.

MARINE NEWS. 
Chicago Harbor Again Partially 


Blockaded by the Ice- 
Fields. 


The Indications Are That Green Bay 
Will Remain Closed Ten 
Days Longer. 


An Abundance of Ice Still Exists This Side 
of Point St. Ignace, 


ice Turm Back a Steam-Barge on Lake Huron—Ves- 
sels Leave Port Colborne, Ete. 


ICE AND NAVIGATION. 
CHICAGO'S ICE-FIELDS. 

The wind having come from a southeasterly 
direction for upwards of twenty-four hours, the 
ice-fleids off this port, which bogan a retrograde 
movement Friday afternoon, had almost 
reached the shore north of the harbor at dark 
lastevening. The tugmen represent that the 
ice now confronting the harbor is of the well- 
regulated sort; none of your slush and small 
cakes, but in large, unbroken masses, and quite 
heavy, having moved down from the head of the 
lake as the old ficlds either shifted or wasted 
away. It is hardly probable that a 
blockade will be established, but tows must 
experience more or less delay in moving 
through the mass. Among the vessels towed in 
yesterday was the schooner Cecelia, which came 
ta a halt in the ice the previous 
vening. She remained a prisoner 
until — 2 moi ning, when the 
tug Satisfaction brougut her inside. Quite a 
large number of vessels are now due here from 
across and down the luke. Such of them as 
reach an offing before dayligut will unquestion- 
ably fetch up againat the barrier, and occasion 
the tugs considerabie trouble in working them 
throurh. The lake on this ist day of May, will 
present a curious spectucie to such Chicagoans 
as may take the trouble to visit the shore. 

GREEN BAY. 

The latest intelligence from Green Bay indi- 
cates that vessels will not be able to reach ports 
along its shores for at least ten days. The 
morning mail yesterday brought the Luding- 
ton, Wells & Van Schaick Company the follow- 
ing from Menominee. dated Aprii 29: *Ice not 
out of the bay yet. ‘here is a strip of open 
water about half a mile wide alopg the shore, 
and after that, as far as can be seen, there is 
nothing but ice.’ 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Van Schaick received 
the following dispatch: 

“ MENOMINEE, Mich., April 30.—No boat has 
left bere. The ice is moving in. The bay will 
not be open before the iast of next week.

Ford River, seven miles south of 
Escanaba, reports that the men working on the 
burner stack, ninety feet high, can see Washb- 
ington, Rock and St. Martin's Islands, twenty- 
five miles away, plainly, and in ali that distance 
there is nothing but an apparently unbroken 
plain of ice.

THE SITUATION AT BUFFALO. 

The Buffalo Courier of Friday has the fellow- 
ing conceruing the ice off that port. which does 
not afford much satisfaction to those desirous of 
reaching either that port or the Welland Canal: 
It appears that the ice at this end of the lake 
is — packed together. A number of lake 
and dock men and others, including the writer, 
made a run out into the fields yesterda 70 noon 
onthetug Tom Maytham, in charge of Capt. 
Ed. Maytham. which was kindly offered for this 
pu by herowners. The ice was struck a 
short distance northwest of the new breakwater 
light, and thoug the tug had on a steam press- 
ure of ninety-five pounds she was able to enter 
the mass unly for a distance of a couple ot hun- 
dred feet. As far as could be seen there is now 
no solid, blue ice; that encountered is made up 
of large and small masses of a soggy, slushy 
nature, much of which is of considerable depth. 
It is all broken up and well rotted, and the large 
cakes were easily torn asunder by the stem of 
the boat; but there is sucb a heavy accumula- 
tion of it that no man on board had any idea 
that a steamer could work through the mass. 
On Wednesday this ice extended from Fairport 
to Buffalo, a distance of about 150 miles, accord- 
ing to the reports of vessel masters. and no open 
water was to be seen along the south shore. At 
this point the ice reaches from shore to shore as 
far as the eye can reach, and it is not unreason- 
able to conclude that, with the downward move- 
ment at present, such is its condition almost to 
its further extremity. Off Erie a short time ago 
there was a great deal of open water, but at last 
accounts the ice had again covered it all. Should 
we get a beavy southwester the masses would be 
driven down this wey piled up and anchored, 
and then there would be trouble to get rid of it. 
We need rains and easterly winds to wear away 
and scatter the ice. The propeller lines have as 
yet no thoughts of starting out any boats. They 

are waiting to see what next week will bring 
forth,

It is proposed to open Indiana avenue, from 
Fourteenth street to Park row. Superin- 
tendent Jeffery, of the Illinois Central, says his 
Company wili ulld a brick wall to protect the 
streets. He also says the Company intend to 
make an attractive spot and erect a neat pas- 
Senger depot at the foot of Sixteenth street 
some time this year. On and after Monday the 
Company will run twenty-three suburban trains 
a day each way, and will soon have to run thom 
fifteen minutes apart all day long, and one hour 
apart during the night. to accommodate the in- 
creasing tide of suburban travei. The Company 
is — to move its tracks, if it could, to aid ia 
making a beautiful drive along the lake shore. 

The granit quarries of Montello, Wis., furnisn 
a stone that the South Side Railroad Com pany 
consider good enough to lay between their 
tracks. It is quarried in blocks about six inches 
wide and seven inches thick. ‘The pian is to lay 
the stoues about half an inch apart, the in- 
terstices to be filled with tar, and a light top- 
dressing of gravel to be superim a.

Mayor Harrison in conversation with a TRIB- 
UNE reporter gave a full explanation of his 
views about what Chicago pavement should be. 
He thinks the stone ordinance is the 
first step the city has ever taken ino 
the right direction. It places sixteen feet 
of every street where there is a_ railway 
track directly under the coutrol of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works. The city railroad 
Presidents have come to the conchasion that 
cobbiestone is not a proper pavement for the 
heart of the city. On the outside streets the 
present intention is to put don a solid block 
immediately inside and just outside of the rails, 
filling the space between with rather small cob- 
blestones or macadam well The noise 
made by a horse in trotting on a stone pavement 
is not as great as On our asphalt. The 
Mayor says he has tested the two pavements— 
wooden blocks and stone—in the last cightecn 
months for driving. In both summer and winter 
be can drive a horse with more safety on Van 
Buren street than on Madison, where the wood- 
en blocks are somewhat worn. And on horse- 
back he finds he can trot over cobpiestones, but 
it would be dangerous to do it on a wooden 
pavement out of repair. The Mayor thinks the

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An important experiment in a street-paving ie 
to be tried by Superintendent Lake, of the West 
Division Railway. He proposes to lay a line of 
granit or Medina blocks on the silis next the 
rails inside the tracks, which will give them a 
firm foundation.

WATER AND SEWERS. 

Ald. Buriey submitted a resolution at the last

HIGHER RENTS OVERDONE IN NEW 
YORK. 

Land tords in New York, as well as in Chicago, 
have overdone the business of advancing rents. 
The New York Herald states that the landlords 
bave been compelled to recede from part of the 
advance demanded. There is room to spare for 
3,000 more families in the hundreds of buiidings 
deiayed by the long, hard winter, but soon to be 
finished. Probably in all the city 50 of the con- 
tracts that were made last fall and winter are 
incomplete, and of the 417 permits for new 
buildings that have been granted by the Bureau 
of — r this year work has * begun 
above th undations on probabil Up to 
Fifty-ninth street, cast of Thir — enue. the 
city bad already been built in compact 
blocks. Above r street the builders 
are rapidly filiimg all the vacant lots. 
The increase upon bouse rents demanded in 
February ranged from 15 to 2J per cent, accord- 
ing to situation. The pretensiwus of owners of 
bouses have been uncommonly high. With peo- 

le beginning to look across Brooklyn Bridge, 
andlords have not been able to keep pace with 
the advauce of unimproved real estate in upper 
New York. Fora time the advance in rents was 
conceded in the heart of the city; but for three 
weeks prst the demand has fallen off, and within 
a week owners who have been holding their 
houses for more money have backed down, and 
given sare rent in some cases at last year's 
prices.

While sales are less numerous there is littie 
perceptible difference in the really legitimate 
inquiry. In busy seasons there is a tair share of 
curiosity-seekers whose investigations never 
reach actual business.
